The poem 
iras the first stanza of The Bells. ' A 
week or so laker Poe again sauntered 
into the office, [ with the remark, *Well, 
John, I see you haven't printed my poem 
yet ' Father replied that he had not he- 
cause of lack of space. 'Wep. I've gEt 
another stanza here. Will you let nle 
have a five' on it?' 
TJhe man looked so 


utterly wretched that father paid him 
the money and took the stanza. Still 
another installment of two udditaojiai 
stanzas foHowed within a month, and 
then jt was that the poem was first 
printed, ' '— Pmadelphia Record.
